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II. REMARKS 

Formal Matters 

Claims 1, 17, 18, 23-34, 116, and 117 are pending with entry of this amendment. 

The specification and sequence listing have been amended to correct errors in the sequence 
information that were inadvertently introduced in the Preliminary Amendment filed April 12, 2004. The 
amended sequence information now corresponds to the sequence information in the Specification as 
originally filed. Exhibit A, attached herewith, illustrates that the specification as presently amended 
introduces no new matter. 

Claims 1, 17, and 18 have been amended to include correct SEQ ID NOS in light of the amended 
SEQ ID NOS by way of the preliminary amendment filed April 12, 2004. Support for the amendments 
may be found in Table 1 1 in paragraph 241 spanning pages 85-88 in the Specification. 

The claims are directed to the elected species of huC25, in accordance with the amendment filed 
August 31, 2005 responsive to the Restriction and Election of Species Requirements set out in the Office 
Action of April 28, 2005. Exhibit B illustrates that the sequence identifiers recited in the amended 
claims are within the elected species. 

As these amendments introduce no new matter, entry of the amendments by the Examiner is 
respectfully requested.
